The  memories — which  sane  long-term 
employees  in  the  audience  shared — 
stemmed  back  to  Yeutter 's  earlier 
service  as  administrator  of  the 
Consumer  and  Marketing  Service  in  1970 
and  1971,  and  as  Assistant  Secretary 
for  Marketing  and  Consumer  Services  in 
1973  and  1974. 

In  particular,  he  recalled  fondly  his 
visits  to  regional  offices:  "It  seemed 
to  me  they  were  all  being  run 
professionally.  We  had  a  first-class 
group  of  administrators,  and  I  was 
impressed  at  their  sophisticated 
handling  of  a  workload  that  was  growing 
very  rapidly  even  then." 

Also  memorable,  he  said,  was  a  visit  to 
Pineville,  Kentucky,  to  launch  the  WIC 
program:  "I  was  a  proponent  of  WIC  back 
in  the  days  when  a  lot  of  folks 
weren't,  because  I  felt  it  was  a  good 
way  to  pinpoint  food  into  a  segment  of 
our  population  that  badly  needed  it, 
and  that  we  would  probably  get  a 
greater  nutritional  payoff  from  WIC 
than  just  about  any  tiling  we  did." 

Compared  to  those  days,  Yeutter  said, 
today's  statistics  are  "just  mind- 
boggling." 

He  noted  that  3  million  people  were 
getting  food  stamps  in  1969;  today, 
that  number  has  risen  to  19  million. 

A  $10  million  dollar  WIC  program  has 
grown  into  a  $2  billion  operation. 

Looking  to  the  future,  he  said  that 
environmental  questions  would  be  on  the 
front  burner — ground  water  quality, 
food  inspection,  food  grading, 
pesticide  use  and  residues,  clean  air — 
a  whole  host  of  issues  to  deal  with 
simultaneously,  and  some  of  which  have 
direct  implications  for  FNS. 

"Our  hands  will  be  full  as  we  approach 
this  agenda  at  a  time  of  severe  budget 
constraints,"  he  said,  but  expressed 
confidence  that  FNS  would  not  only  get 
the  job  done  but  have  fun  doing  the 
difficult. 

In  closing,  the  Secretary  said,  "It's 
good  to  review  these  memories,  and  it's 
great  to  be  back."  Acting  Adminis¬ 


trator  Scott  Dunn  presented  him  with  a 
designer  T-shirt  to  mark  the  occasion. 
On  the  front  is  the  20th  Anniversary 
logo  and,  on  the  back,  the  symbol  of 
tire  Secretary's  place  on  the  FNS  team: 
"Yeutter — #1. "

Task  Force  Formed  to  Examine 
Unauthorized  Stores 

A  task  force  under  the  direction  of 
Acting  Deputy  Administrator  Bonny  O'Ne 
has  been  established  to  deal  with 
unauthorized  stores  accepting  food 
stamps.  Members  include  repre¬ 
sentatives  from  the  Offices  of  the 
Inspector  General.  (OIG)  ,  the  General 
Counsel  (OGC) ,  the  U.S.  Secret  Service 
state  and  local  prosecution  agencies, 
the  Benefit  Redemption  Division,  the 
Mid-Atlantic  Region,  and  the  Trenton 
Compliance  Branch  Area  Office. 

The  first  meeting  focused  on  identify ir 
ways  to  give  FNS  greater  control  over 
unauthorized  store  violations.  At  the 
second  meeting,  the  group  adopted 
recommendations  that  will  be  presented 
to  Acting  Administrator  Scott  Dunn  for 
his  consideration.  An  ongoing  liaison 
committee  is  being  created  with 
representatives  from  FNS,  OIG,  and  OGC’ 
to  monitor  activities  resulting  from  the 
recommendations  of  the  task  force. 


During  a  break  in  tire  task  force 
meeting,  OGC  Attorney  Lynn  Ahwesh 
commented,  "This  coffee  is  easier  to 
swallow  than  that  last  recommendation."

HURRICANE  HUGO 
Fact  Sheet 
September  28,  1989 


GENERAL: 


Hurricane  Hugo  hit  Puerto  Rico  and  the  Virgin  Islands  on  September 
16  and  the  Carolinas  on  September  21,  causing  extensive  damage. 

.  There  are  three  kinds  of  food  assistance  provided  by  FNS  in 
disaster  situations: 

.  Food  for  congregate  feeding  which  are  released  by 
school  lunch  officials  or  transferred  from  USDA 
warehouses . 

.  Food  packages  for  household  distribution,  authorized 
by  the  Secretary  in  Presidentially -declared  disasters 
when  commercial  food  channels  have  been  significantly 
disrupted. 

.  Emergency  food  stamps,  authorized  by  the  FNS 

administrator  for  households  in  designated  areas  after 
commercial  channels  have  been  restored.  States  may 
also  be  authorized  to  issue  replacement  coupons  to 
current  food  stamp  recipients  who  lost  either  food 
stanps  or  food  in  the  disaster. 

.  In  addition,  there  are  private  donations  (formula  manufacturers 
donating  infant  formula  to  Caribbean  and  South  Carolina,  food 
stores  donating  water  and  food  in  South  Carolina,  etc.). 

MAINLAND  USA: 

.  As  of  September  27,  USDA  had  provided  over  355,000  lbs.  of  food 
valued  at  $201,000  for  shelter  feeding: 

approximately  255,000  lbs.  of  food  in  Charleston  County; 
over  60,000  lbs.  in  Berkeley  County; 

and  40,000  lbs  in  Clarendon,  Georgetown,  Colleton  and  Sumter 
Counties. 

.  As  of  September  27,  a  total  of  nearly  700,000  lbs.  of  food  valued 
at  $375,608  had  been  provided  for  household  distribution. 

Emergency  issuance  of  commodities  to  households  was  approved 
through  September  29  for  Charleston,  Berkeley,  Sumter,  Dorchester, 
Georgetown,  Lee,  York,  and  parts  of  Orangeburg  Counties. 

.  Reporting  is  not  yet  complete,  but  data  as  of  September  27 
indicate: 

household  distribution  of  200,000  lbs.  of  food  was  made  to 
an  estimated  5,500  households  in  Dorchester  County; 

150,000  lbs.  of  food  was  distributed  to  an  estimated  4,500 
households  in  parts  of  Orangeburg  County; 

160,000  lbs.  of  food  was  distributed  to  Berkeley  County; 
80,000  lbs.  of  food  was  distributed  to  approximately  3,200 
households  in  Sumter  County; 

80,000  lbs.  of  food  was  distributed  in  York  County; 

20,000  lbs.  of  food  was  distributed  in  Lee  County;  and 


Charleston  County  did  not  have  a  household  distribution, 
choosing  instead  to  wait  for  emergency  issuance  of  food 
stanps . 


Household  distribution  in  an  additional  five  counties  was  denied 
primarily  because  those  counties  had  not  received  Presidential 
disaster  declarations,  a  prerequisite  for  approval. 

.  Commodities  are  being  taken  from  South  Carolina's  TEFAP  inventory; 
from  school  and  school  warehouse  inventories;  and  are  being 
donated  by  neighboring  States,  particularly  North  Carolina  and 
Georgia. 

.  500  cases  of  ready-to-feed  infant  formula  donated  by  Ross 

Laboratories  and  local  hospitals  have  been  sent  to  Charleston. 

.  USDA  has  received  and  approved  a  request  for  emergency  issuance  of 
food  stanps  in  the  16  counties  receiving  Presidential  disaster 
declaration  (Berkeley,  Calhoun,  Charleston,  Clarendon,  Dorchester, 
Fairfield,  Florence,  Georgetown,  Horry,  Kershaw,  Lancaster,  Lee, 
Orangeburg,  Sumter,  Williamsburg,  and  York),  and  Chester  County, 
which  is  not  part  of  the  Presidential  declaration.  Several  other 
counties  may  yet  request  emergency  food  stanps. 

.  Charleston,  Fairfield,  Georgetown,  Horry,  Orangeburg,  and  Sumter 
Counties  began  food  stamp  certification  and  issuance  9/28; 
Berkeley,  Clarendon,  Dorchester,  Chester,  Kershaw,  Lancaster, 
Williamsburg,  and  Lee  counties  will  begin  issuance  9/29;  Calhoun, 
Florence ,  and  York  will  begin  certification  and  issuance  on  9/30. 

.  Major  food  store  chains  are  now  operating  on  at  least  a  limited 
basis  in  all  counties.  Preliminary  Red  Cross  figures  indicate 
that  a  minimum  of  27,705  households  have  been  affected  by  the 
disaster  and  are  in  need  of  emergency  food  stanps. 

CARIBBEAN 


— Both  Puerto  Rico  and  Virgin  Islands  have  received  Presidential  disaster 
declarations. 

— About  10,000  people  are  being  fed  with  USDA  foods  and  private  donations  at 
152  congregate  feeding  sites  in  Puerto  Rico;  an  estimated  70,000  people  are 
being  fed  through  household  distributions  and  congregate  feeding  in  the  Virgin 
Islands. 

— Household  feeding  will  continue  on  St.  Croix  until  commercial  food  channels 
are  restored;  commercial  channels  have  been  restored  on  St.  Thomas  and  St. 
John,  and  those  islands  received  authorization  to  begin  issuing  emergency  food 
stanps  on  Sep-tember  27  (estimated  participation  of  12,000  households). 

— $9  million  in  Section  32  funds  has  been  authorized  for  the  purchase  of  food 
to  feed  the  disaster  victims  and  workers. 

— St.Croix  has  critical  food  shortages;  about  400,000-500,000  million  pounds 
of  U£DA  foods  have  been  airlifted  to  the  islands  by  military  aircraft  to  help 
feed  about  43,000  people,  25,000  of  whom  are  homeless.  Five  more  planeloads 
of  food  will  be  sent  before  October  1.
